Points for the Lambing Season. 


Just at this season of the year It 
may not be out ofplace to mention 
some important considerations which 
must be given at the lambing season 
because after all the success or fall- 
ure of the lamb crop determines 
largely the profit for the year: 

It is absolutely necessary for the 
attendant to be on hand frequently 
both day and night. The loss of not 
& few lambs, and in some cases both 
mother and lambs, can be avoided 
by prampt action on the part of the 
one in charge. A week or two before 
the ewes are due to lamb all the 
dung locks and dirty, straggling wool 
on the hindquarters of the sheep 
should be cut away with the ordinary 
sheep shears. It will be- necessary 
to handle them carefully at this time 
otherwise considerable injury might 
result to the heavy in-lamb ewe. The 
removal of this superfluous woo! will

“that the poisonous property of ivy is 
® non-volatile oil which penetrates the 
skin and the underlying tissues, pro- 
ducing intense irritation and much in- 
flammation. Few Persons are entirely 
immune to poison-ivy and yet com- 
paratively few suffer severely from it. 
Poison is contracted by contact 
with the ivy or with other objects 
which have brushed through it, such 
as shoes or clothing, animals, tools 
or sticks. There is little or no basis 
for the belief that wind carries the 
Poisonous oil and the Susceptible per- 
Sons contract poison by merely pass- 
ing a clump of ivy. 
_“The best cure for ivy poisoning is 
a very simple one and it is based on 
the relation of the skin irritation to 
the oil poison? The oil can not be re- 
moved with ordinary Svap and water, 
but it can be washed off the skin by 
thoroughly Scrubbing, with very hot 
water and strong laundry soap. 
“Even after the irritation has start- 
ed and the small pustules or blisters 
have appeared (indicating penetra- 
tion of the oil into the skin) Virtually 
all the irritating oil can be removed 
by scrubbing. The water should be 
98 hot as possible and the soap used 
should be a strong ldundry type con- 
taining considerable free alkali. A 
Piece of pumice-stone or a stiff brush 
{gs a valuable aid, and several wash- 
ings should be given the infected 
parts of the body,

- Crusts or Crumbs? 
Making children eat bread crusts 
} may be a useful parctice from an econ- 
|omical standpoint, but the time-hon- 
ored belief that crusts have better 
dietary qualitfes than the centre of the 
| bread seems to haye scant basis in 
fact. 

This was revealed {n some fnterest-

HOW FOREST FIRES START, 


: Some one may have told you that! 
lightning causes many forest fires or| 
that spontanéous combustion may 
furnish the spark which Starts the 
fires’ on their mission of destruction. | 
In order that we may get at the very, 


not to be misinformed, let ug take 
advantage of a careful study which 
has been made of the causes of forest 
fires. They may be summarized ag 
follows: 

1. Few, if any, forest fires are the 
result of spontaneous combustion, 

2. Lightning does not cause in 
forests more than a small 
percentage of fires. 

8, Someone’s carelessness or neg- 
lect causes most of the forest fires 
which occur each year. No matter 
what the immediate or apparent cause 
happens to be, the rea} original cause 
in almost all cases can te traced back 
to the carelessness of some person or 
group of persons, Carelessly con- 
structed or neglected camp fires have 
started many forest fires. The care- 
less throwing away of a lighted 
match, cigarette, or tobacco amnog the 
dry leaves has been the cause of some 
of our worst fires. Sparks from én- 
gines start many forest fires, but the 
real cause is the fact that they were 
not properly equipped with a satis- 
factory spark arrester, or a satis- 
factory cleared safety strip was not 
cleared on both sides of the roadbed. 


6. Be as careful with fire in the} 


forest as in your own home, as it is} 
an evil doer if it gets neyond control. | 
A good Canadian takes no charices 
with fire in or near the woods, for its} 
actions are treacherous and its de 


structive power great if it gets be-| 


}yond control. 


WHAT FOREST FIRES DO. 


The first thing that the young Can- 
adian should know about forest fires 
is that they do absolutely no good. 
They bring no benefits to mankind, 
for loss and damage are the results of 
their work. It would require many 
pages to discuss fully the loss caused! 
by forest fires. The following outline 
will show some of the principal lines 
|of damage which they do: 


1. Forest fires destroy the beauty 
and yalue of a region. 

2. They destroy the 
plant life of a forest, 

3. They destroy the seeds and seed- 
linus which would develop into stately 
stands of timber. 

4. They kill 
growing timber. 

5, They consume a large amount of 
felled timber and forest products stor- 
ed in the forest. 

6. They consume the leaf litter and 
humus of the forest flour. 

7. They impoverish the soil to such 
an extent that its capacity to produce 
timber is almost negligible. Brietly,

Wildflowers of Exquisite Beauty and in Great Profusion — 
~ Bloom in the National Parks. > s 


One of the great charms of the Na- 
tional parks in the Caradtan Rockies 
{s the variety and beauty of the wild- 


flowers. At first thought one would 
perhaps not expect to find an abundant 
and interesting flora amid the higher 
altitudes, but, strange as {t may seem, 
the wildflower gardens which bloom 
above the clouds in the upper regions 
dre among the most beautiful in the 
world. Over five hundred varieties 
have been identified by Dominion bot- 
anists, and their exquisite color, frag- 
rance, and delicate loveliness add the 
last touch to the charm of that won- 
derful region. Among the mountains 
there are plants peculiar to each par- 
ticular locality und there are also hun- 
dreds of species which are found 
throughout all the various districts, 


The time of blossoming depends on 
the altitude in which they are found, 
for spring in the mountains {s a pro- 
gressive season. In the lower valleys 
almost’ before the snow is off the 
ground the frail anemone will be 
thrusting fts slender blade up through 
the chilly earth. On the higher slopes 
and in the alpine meadows wich lle 
well above timberline, however, the 
snows may linger on into June, and in 
the very highest passes of all it may be 
almost July before the-sun has re- 
moved the {cy blankets of winter. 
Everywhere close upo: the heels of 
the retreating ice the gay floral pro- 
cession follows, and one of the in- 
terests of a climb to the higher alti.

Canada was the pioneer in the de- 
velopment of fish culture as a govern- 
ment service in the New World and 
the science in {ts modern and true 
sense had its inception in Lower Can- 
ada as early as 1866. The first Cana- 
|dian fish culturist was the late Richard 
| Nettle, of Quebec and Ottawa. He was 
appointed Superintendent of Fisheries 
for Lower Canada. in 1857 and was 
given permission to resort to artificial 
propagation as a means of restoring 
‘the salmon fisheries of that province. 
| His firat experiments were with trout 
{eggs secured in Jacques Cartier river 
{and lake Beauport and these were the 
first artificially fertilized eggs success- 
fully hatched in the Western Hemis- 
phere, 

Fish cultural operations as a Do- 
minion Government service began in 
1867, the Department of Marine and 
Fisheries assisting the late Samuel 
Wilmot in the work of collecting and 
hatching salmon eggs at Newcastle, 
Ontario. In 1868 Mr, Wilmot was ap- 
pointed a fishery officer and the New- 
castle hatchery was built by the Do- 
minion Goyernment.

United States Congress took the initlal = x 
atep towards a national fishety service = 4 
by creating the office of Commissfoner a 
of Fish and Fisheries. The propaga- , 
tion of fish was undertaken by the 
Commissioner the following year. 

In 1883 a complete working section 
of the system of hatching in vogue in 
Canada at that time was put in opera- 
tion at the great International Fisher- — 
{es Exhibition in London, where it car- 
ried off the gold medal and diploma, 
the highest award for the best and 
most complete fish breeding exhibit. 
One other gold medal, two silver med- 
als, and a bronze medal, with the ac 
companying diplomas, were also shown ~ 
by Canada. 

The expansion with regard to the en- 
largement of the older hatcheries and 
the erection of new ones has been 
gradunll and healthy. In 1876 thero een 
were seven hatcheries in active opera- 
tion in Canada with a yearly output of — 
over 9,500,000 ffy. The forty-one Do- — 
minion Government establishments — 
operating in 1924 distributed approx! — 
mately 886,000,000 fry and older fish. 

While Canada took a leading placa — 
in fish culture in its pioneer days in 
the Western Hemisphere, she was — 
soon outstripped by the United States —

National Parks are more and more 
proving a loadstone to the out-of-doors 
adventurers, explorers and nature 
lovers. Every season brings reports of 
some newly-explored area, attendant 
on the journeyings of individuals, or 
Parties seeking access to the hidden 
wonders of remote districts. 

The present season wil! witness the 
inauguration of an Annual “steel-to- 
steel” trail trip which will serve as a 
Unk between Jasper nad Yoho Nation- 
al parks, joining by pack pony the 
transcontinental lines of the Canadian 
National and Canadia Pacific Rail- 
ways. The journey will also offer a 
means of opening this interest{ng and 
beautiful region, which forms the apex 
of the Rocky Mountains system in 
Canada, to a larger number of visitors. 
Although almost the entire journey ts 
made over primitive trails through a 
mountain wilderness in all its prime- 
val beauty, no insuperable difficulties 
are presented, and last year several 
adventurous women were members of 
a party which made the trip.

The field mouse is the most de- 
structive rodent orchard pest that 


we have to contend with in Ontario. 
With the passing of the wow each 
spring the girdling work of mr. 
Mouse is brought to light, and many 
a tree owner gets quite a shock when 
he sees destruction, where everything 
promised so well at the beginning of 
the winter. Hundreds of trees die 
each year, many of which might be 
saved if a little timely work was done 
to enable the tree to make repair 
and carry on, 

The effect of mouse injury in 
girdljng is to destroy or restrict the 
downward circulation of elaborated 
foodstuffs to the roots. The problem 
is therefore to re-establish the bark 
connection immediately, either by 
means of bridge grafting or inarch- 
ing. Warliness in treatment is with- 
out doubt the most important factor 
in determining success or failure.

Trees injured by mice will some- 
times make recovery without treat- 
ment, providing that the injury is 
limited and does not completely en- 
circle the tree.

Mustard Is a Robber Bold. 
Iron sulphate or copperas can be 
successfully used to destroy mustard 
in standing grain without injury to 
the crop, so says Prot, J. E. Howitt 
of the O. A, College, 
Preparation of Solution.

This can be prepared by 
dissolving 80 pounds of iron sulphate
